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This Invention relates to brassieres, and to other 
garments particularly adapted for feminine wear, and 
with speclel reference to garments provided with 
shoulder straps, it In an object of the Invention to 
provide a brassiere having detachable shouldor straps, 
enabling the brassiere to he readily converted to a 
strapless brassiere with a minimum of offort. 

It is another objoci of the Invention to provide ad- 
justable means in a garment of the above-mentioned 
character, by which the shoulder straps may bo 
positioned on the garment In any one of a number of 
selected positions, to thereby best adapt the garment 
to the individual wearer. 

It 1« an object of the invention to provide a shoulder 
strap adJustinR-means by which the straps are 
completely separable from the garment when desired; 
by which one or the other or both of the end* of the 
straps may be detach fibly anchored nt a number of 
selected positions at both the front and back of the 
garment and by which adjustment and positioning of 
the straps is possible to meet the requirements of 
each user of the garment. 

More particularly, the Invention contemplates the 
provision of a brassiere or other «hou)dcr-strnppod 
garment having means at the front upper edgp of the 
garment, as well ns mean* at the rear upper edge of 
the same by which the opposite ends of a shoulder 
strap may be ntlachnd at any cne of a number of 
locations alonR either or both -.f said c.'kcs. 

With there and other objects lo be hereinafter set 
forth In view, 1 have devised the arrangement of parts 
to bedescrihed in the following ..pcclficatlon and 
more particularly set forth in the claims appended 
hereto. 

In the accompanying drawing, wherein an Illustrative 
embydiment of the invention is disclosed, 

Fig. l is a rear elevationai view of a brassiere 
constructed in accordance with ihe Invention, hut 
with one of the shouldor straps omitted and the other 
shoulder strap frngmcntarlly shown; 

Fig, 2 is a rear elevationai view of a portion of the 
hrasslcrOj showing the manner In which the shoulder 
straps are attached; 

Fig. 3 is an enlarged view of one end of one of the 
shoulder straps, showing thn fastening member c,r hook 
attached thereto, and showing one of the apcrtured 
strips an the garment for receiving the hook In one or 
the other of Its apertures; 

Pip. 4 Is a sectional view, taken substantially on 
the line 4-4 of FJg. 3, looking In the direction of 
the arrows; 

Pig. 5 is a view of one end of the hrossiero, show- 
ing the expansible slotted strip secured along the 
upper edge of the same; 

Fig. S is a face view of a modified form of attach- 
ing strip. 

Referring to the drawing nnd more particularly to 
FIrs. 1 and 2 thereof, the brassiere therein shown may 
bo, in most respects, of conventional construction. 
The brassiere therein shown Is provided with the two 
bust cups Indicated nt I and 2 which are suitably 
reinforced and may be wlrc-stiffcncd if desired. Ex- 
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tending from the cup 1 is the side panel 3 provided 
at Its end 4 with the expansible band 5, torminallng 
at Its end in the tab 6, provided with the fastening 
elements or eyes 7, Similarly, the cup 2 Is provided 
5 with the extended panel 8 provided at Us end 9 
with thn expansible hand 10 which Is reinforced at 
one end as Indicated at 12, and to which reinforced 
end Is secured the hooks 11 adapted foe intcrengage- 
ment with the eyes 7 to thereby hold the garment 
10 in position about the wearer. The elements thus 
far described are known in brassiere construction. 

Secured along tho upper edge 13 of the cup 1 and 
hy means of the lines of stitching 15 Is a flexible 
elongated strip 14 which extends co-oxtenslvely 
15 with the upper edge 13 for a portion of the length 
of said edge. The strip 14 is of strong and Mexihle 
materia) and is secured along the edge 13 of the 
cup by the stitching 14 In a manner to bo covered 
and concealed from front view by the marginal upper 
20 odRe of the cup 1. Provided In the strip 14 is a 
plurality of similar apertures 16 r which may be 
equally spaced apart, or can if desired, bo apaced 
nnoqually, Thlso apertures 16 constitute selective 
anchoring means for one end of the shoulder strap 
24 of tho brassiere, and said end of the shoulder 
strap 1b provided with means for selective engage- 
ment with any desired one of the apertures 16. In 
Figs, l, 2 and 3 of the drawing, those apertures 
16 are shown as being substantially triangular in 
shape, but th** same may he made in various forms, 
an example being seen In Fig, 6, wherein apertures 
19 shown hi lb? strip 14 are heart-nh aped. Other 
shapes are completely practicable, provided tho 
anmo properly engage tho honk elements provided 
35 on the ends of the brassiere and to bo shortly 
described. 

Provided on tho upper edge of tho cup 2 is a 
strip 14, similar to that Just described and found 
on the cup 1. This strip is for engagement with 
40 the end of the second shoulder strap. Extending 
along tho upper edge of tho expansible band 10 is a 
strip indicated at 20, which strip may be of cxpansihle 
material to enable It to stretch longitudinally. co- 
extcnsively with the stretch or expansion of the hand 
10. The strip 20 is secured lo the band 10 along its 
top edpe by tho stitching indicated at 21, and while said 
stitching Is shown as conventional stitching in the 
drawing, in order to simplify illustration, it can he 
zip-zaf$ stitching to avoid restriction of the ex- 
pansibility of tho strip 10 and to prevent breaking 
the stitching. 

Provided in the strip 20 is a plurality of spaced 
slots or bufcton-holc-like apertures 22, which can 
be equal in number to the number of apertures 16 
55 In each of the strips 14 or can be more or less in 
number. Those slot-like apertures 22 can be cruelly 
spaced apart if desired. 

One of tho shoulder straps is shown at 24, and the 
same is provided at each of Its opposite ends with a 
GO fastening or attaching element 30 of the type clearly 
shown in Fig. 3 4 it will bo therein seen that the 
fastening? clement 30 which actually constitutes a 
hook, includes a rectangular frame 25, provided with 
a cross-bar 26. fnturned spaccd-apart ends 27 and an

' end bar 28. Integrally formed on and extending from 
the end bar 20 is a T-shapcd hook element 29 which 
Is adapted to be fitted In any selected one of 'the 
trlnmuitnr nporturos 16 or in the sloillke apertures 
22 (I ig. t). The Mmpo of this T-shapc element 
70 causes it, when inserted Into one or the other of the 
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apertures 16 or 22, to Bocurely retain Its position 
therein and resist dislodgemont. Thus, when one of 
the hook members 30 at one end of the shouldor 
strap 24 U Inserted In one of the nporturea 16, wnd 
the hook membor 30 at tho opposite end of the shoul* 
der strap la inserted Into one of the slots 22, the 
shoulder fltrap will thereupon bo securely, yet 
detachable, secured at both of Its ends to the 
brassiere. 

Since both ends of the shoulder strap can bn 
attached at selected positions along both the front 
upper edge and rear upper edgo of the brassiere, It 
will be apparent that the shoulder straps can be both 
positioned at the points most desirable for the Indi- 
vidual, thus not only securing the greatest degree of 
wearing comfort but enabling the garment to be so 
supported on the wearer that it will provide the most 
satisfactory fit. The hook elements 30 at the 
opposite ends of the shoulder straps 24 permit of 
adjustability of the strap through them, bo that the 
effective length of those straps may be regulated* 
The shape of the T-ends of these fasteners Is such 
that they may be easily engaged or disengaged with 
the apertures 16 and 22 so that the complete removal 
of the straps, adjuotment, shift of position of the 
strapB t and replacement of the straps when desired, 
or when the garment is to be washed, Is easily and 
speedily done. 

While I have stated that tho strip 20 Is located on 
the expansible band 10, it will be understood that 
a similar strip is also provided on the band 5, bo 
that both shoulder straps and the apertures strips 
therefor are alike at both sides of the garment. 

It is heroin Indicated that the present invention is 
particularly applicable to brassieres. However, it 
will be apparent that the same m&y bp used In con- 
nection with slips, dresses and other garments and 
therefore It is to be understood that its application 
to brassieres is illustrative only and Is to be taken 
to comprehend any other garments on which the 
construction can be satisfactorily employed. 

Having described a single embodiment of the in- 
vention, it is obvious that the same is not to be re- 
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stricted thereto, but Is broad onough to cover all 
structures coming within the scope of the annexed 
claims. 

The embodiments of the invontlon in which an ex- 
8 elusive property or privilege is claimed are defined 
as follows: 

1, A brassiere having a breast cup having an upper 
marginal edge, a concealed strip secured to the inner 
nurface of said edgo and terminating at the outer edge 

10 of the cup, said strip having a plurality of equally 
spaced apertures formed therein, the brassiere having 
a rear expansible bond, a concealed elastic strip 
Becured along the upper Inner edge of said hand and 
being expansible co-extensively with the band, the 

15 last-montioned strip being provided with a plurality of 
apertures, a shoulder strap having ahook member at 
each of its opposite nnda, one of said hook members 
being adapted for selective engagement with any one 
of the said apertures in the front strip and the other 

20 of said hook members being adapted for engagement 
with any of the apertures In the rear strip, the apertures 
in the front strip being of triangular form; the apertures 
in the rear strip being sloWlke, and the hook mem- 
bora having T-shaped ends for entry into the apertures 

25 in both strips. 

2. A brassiere having a breast cup having an upper 
marginal edge, a concealed strip secured to the 
inner surface of said edge and terminating at the outer 
edge of the cup, said strip having a plurality of 

30 equally spaced apertures formed therein, the brassiere 
having a rear expansible band, a concealed elastic 
strip secured along the upper Inner edge of said band 
and being expansible coextenslveiy with the band, 
the last mentioned strip being provided with a 

35 plurality of apertures, a shoulder strap having a 
hook member at each of its opposite ends, one of 
said hook mombors being adapted for selective en- 
gagement with any one of the said apertures in 
the front strip and the other of said hook members 

40 being adapted for engagement with any of the 
apertures in the rear strip. 
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
